Boyle, was th e one 
who took him from school and car­ 
ried him through a tortuous route to 
Cleveland, then to Ashtabula, back to 
th is city, and placed him in the house 
in th e east end, w here he w as held 
until

Willie 
also declared th a t the woman was the 
one who cared for him at the house 
w here he w as detained and who acted 
th e part of a nurse. 
Boyle said th e woman is his wife. 
T he police have no o tin r Identifica­ 
tion of th e couple than the nam es 
given. 
Fo far as the man is con­ 
cerned, the police believe the name 
is correct. 
Boyle is said to reside in 
i Sharon, ami is a plum ber by trade. 
H e is said to have a widowed m other. 
| four bro th ers and asister. 
T he woman, who is accredited with 
being the wife of Boyle, declared soon 
after her a rre st th a t her identification 
would cause a sensation in Sharon. 
W hen the identification was com ­ 
pleted, Mr. Whit la would say nothing

As Boyle and his wife are held by 
th e polioe on suspicion only, an indict­ 
m en t will afford a m eans of placing 
th em under a rre st formally and then 
they can be held indefinitely. 
Im m ediately after le a v iig th e grand 
jury room Mr. and Mrs. W hitla, Willie 
and th e janitor of th e Sharon school, 
which Willie attended, left for Sharon. 
As the prisoners have not waived 
extradition they will be held h ere for 
tw o or th ree days until the necessary

The bill was amended in 
the house so as to make it satisfactory 
to the Oak Park people, who have 
previously voted down the proposition 
to annex themselves to the Bluff City. 
A bill providing a board of public 
safety for cities of the first class was 
introduced In the house by H. N. Al­ 
len of Minneapolis. It provides for a 
board of four members, not more than 
two of whom shall be of the same po­ 
litical party, who shall have charge 
of the 
appointment of policemen. 
A state supervisor of poor relief is 
provided in a bill introduced in the 
house by O. F. Christensen of St. Paul. 
The supervisor is to be appointed by 
the state board of visitors to state in- 
etitufrans. He is to have general 
charge of contributions for relief of 
the suffering in cases of great calami­ 
ties aa well as during ordinary times. 
The retaliatory insurance law is 
proposed (or this state in a bill intro­ 


duced in the house by Carl Wallace of 
Minneapolis. 
This law, which is in 
force in some states, provides that 
the insurance commissioner shall re 
fuse a license to companies coming 
from states 
which 
have 
laws 
so 
stringent that the companies of this 
state cannot do business there. 
The senate passed the bill giving 
$500 additional state aid to graded 
schools which have two years’ high 
school 
work. 
This 
was urged 
by 
Senator Bedford as another induce­ 
ment to spread higher education in 
the country. 


CLARK TALKS ON THE TARIFF

the House. 
Washington, March 25.—Declaring 
among other things a mistake was 
made in the Payne tariff bill in not 
arranging the revision on the basis of 
raising revenue only on every item. 
Mr. Clark of Missouri, the minority 
leader, held the attention of the house 
for more than five hours In discussing 
the measure. 
Incidentally he pointed 
sut that much time would have been 
saved in the consideration of the bill 
had the Democratic members of the 
committee been consulted about the 
various provisions 
of the proposed 
law. 
Mr. Clark spoke in characteristic 
style and frequently moved the house 
to applause and laughter. At the con­

DECLARATION OF

Berlin, March 25.—A declaration of 
war

Servia is expected on Saturday. 
The utter failure to accept the Eng­ 
lish proposal for an adjudication of 
the Bosnian dispute seems to have 
made war inevitable and all the Euro­ 
pean powers are preparing for the 
expected hostilities. 
.The news of the war declaration 
came suddenly, for dispatches from 
Servia had been reporting a most paci­ 
fic tone in the national assembly at 
Belgrade, 
where 
Premier 
Novako- 
vitch went so far as to make a con­ 
ciliatory speech. 
From Vienna had previously come 
the news of a pessimistic character, 
but it was believed the pessimism was* 
based largely on surmise. 
With the reports of war, however, 
it is learned that both Servia and Aus­ 
tria are giving final orders for the 
advancement of more troops to the 
frontier and it is said that the decla­ 
ration of hostilities will find King 
Peter at the head of an army of near­ 
ly 200,000 men. 
The Austrians are also prepared for 
war at a moment’s notice, having a 
great part of their army already mo­ 
bilized on the frontier with several 
divisions

ments.

Cleveland, March 25.—Willle Whitla 
identified the man and women held on 
suspicion by the Cleveland police as 
the persons who kidnapped him from 
the school at Sharon, Pa., last Thurs­ 
day, and held him for the $10,000 ran­ 
som, which was paid by his father, 
Attorney James P. W hitla, Monday. 
Willie said the man, who gave the 
name of James II. Boyle, was the one 
who took him from school and car- 
Tied him through a tortuous route to 
Cleveland, then to Ashtabula, back to 
this city, and placed him In the house 
in the east end, where he was held 
until the money was paid. Willie 
also declared that the woman was the 
one who cared for him at the house 
where he was detained and who acted 
the part of a nurse. 
Boyle said the woman is his wife. 
The police have no other Identifica­ 
tion of the couple than the names 
given. 
So far as the man is con­ 
cerned, the police believe the name 
is correct. 
Boyle is said to reside in 
Sharon, and is a plumber by trade. 
He is said to have a widowed mother, 
four brothers and asister. 
The woman, who is accredited with 
being the wife of Boyle, declared soon 
after her arrest that her Identification 
would cause a sensation in Sharon. 
When the Identification was com­ 
pleted, Mr. W hitla would say nothing 
regarding the woman. 
He said he 
knew Boyle slightly. 


Appeared Before Grand Jury. 
Immediately 
after 
Willie Whitla 
had seen the man and woman at the 
central police station, they were taken 
to the county courthouse and there 
appeared before the grand jury. They 
were examined for the purpose of aid­ 
ing the jury in its attem pt to find an 
ndictment against the two prisoners 
The charge, under the laws of Ohio, 
against the man and woman, if an in­ 
dictment is found, will be blackmail. 
This is based upon the payment of 
the $10,000 ransom paid by Mr. Whitla. 
As Boyle and his wife are held by 
the pollee on suspicion only, an indict­ 
ment will afford a means of placing 
them under arrest formally and then 
they can be held indefinitely. 
Immediately after leaving the grand 
Jury room Mr. and Mrs. Whitla, Willie 
and the janitor of the Sharon school, 
which WB I ie attended, left for Sharon. 
As the prisoners have not waived 
extradition they will be held here for 
two or three days until the necessary 
papers for their removal to Sharon 
can be arranged between the govern­ 
ors of Ohio and Pennsylvania. 
The woman, whose actual identity 
is as much enshrouded in mystery as 
it was when she was arrested on sus­ 
picion of being involved in the kid­ 
napping of Willie W hitla, was the 
moving spirit in the famous case the 
police charge. 
Beyond the assertion 
of Boyle that she is his wife not a 
word can be obtained to clear the sit 
uation. 
Sweated thoroughly by the police 
the women beyond breaking down and 
giving way to tears, keeps her coun 
Eel. 
W illie Identifies Woman. 
“That is the woman who acted as 
the nurse," Willie W hitla said when 
first he saw “Mrs. Boyle.”

boy s head and for an Instant foldly 
caressed him. 
The woman and the boy met In the 
private office of Chief of Police Roll­ 
er. The boy established the connect­ 
ing link between the mycsterious wo- 
man and the offense. 
Mrs. Boyle intimated several times 
that there would be a sensation In 
Sharon as soon as her real identity 
was

known.

Washington, March 25.—That Porto 
Rico was governed better under Span­ 
ish rule than under American admin­ 
istration, that the Spanish-American 
war and the consequent occupation of 
th# Island by the United State# has 
ruined the coffee industry, the most 
important in the Island, and that the 
executive council, composed largely of 
Americans, Is responsible entirely for 
the present crisis, were the declara­ 
tions made by Luis Muno Rivera, 
chairman of the commission, now 
here. The commission was appointed 
by the house of delegatee to lay be­ 
fore President Taft, congress and the 
American people the reasons for the 
existing conditions in the Island and 
to ask for concessions from this coun­ 
try, both in regard to the form of gov­ 
ernment for the island and on the 
tariff proposition. 
Commissioner Rivera claimed that 
all the Porto Ric&ns ask for ie justice, 
and that the Americans are not giving 
them this. 
He said that the house of 
delegates has been made practically 
a nonentity by the executive council, 
corresponding to the upper house and 
that the upper body refused to listen 
to the house of delegates in the re­ 
cent extraordinary session of the Por­ 
to Rican congress called by Governor 
Post, even when the lower body was 
perfectly willing -to make all neces­ 
sary concessions in legislation.

T a ft’s Secretary of Interior a Son af 
the W estern Plains. 
From cow’ puncher In smit Ii w estern 
Kansas to the position of secretary of 
tho Interior Is a far cry. but that is the 
range of the carcer of Richard A. Bal­ 
linger of the state of Washington, for­ 
mer commissioner of the general land 
office, ex-mayor of Seattle ami until 
recently vice president of the Alaska- 
Yukon-Pacific exposition. A remarka­ 
ble coincidence is that fie succeeds 
James It. Garfield, his classmate Iii 
Williams college, who afterward made 
him general land commissioner. 
The Interesting phases of Mr. Ballin­ 
ger’s frontier career are being told In 
bls own words.

We were living at Verdin. 111., and in 
1873, when I w as fifteen years of age, my 
father, who had served through the civil 
war, being m ustered out as colonel in the 
Third I ll ton Is regim ent, took up a sol­ 
dier’s hom estead near Larned, Kau., and, 
as that w as then in the heart of the rat­ 
tle country, I soon became a cowboy.

Gradually I worked

W ith a motion as 
quick as lightning—so it seem ed to mo­ 
tile horse raised itself on its hind legs 
and struck tne to tile earth. 
When

carne to the horse w as gone and I needed 
medical attention. 
W hile I w as on the range I rode sev ­ 
enty m iles every Sunday to recite Latin

H i p steward at Fort Larned, where 
several com panies of soldiers were sta ­ 
tioned. My am bition was to go to college 
as soon as I could, and I spent tine!* 
years at tile State U niversity of K ansas 
and at W ashburn college at Topeka.

LINCOLN’S DOUBLE. 


Daniel W atford’s Strong Resemblance 
to the M artyred President. 
Daniel Walford, who recently died 
at the home of his daughter iii New’ 
York city, in his younger days bore a 
remarkable resemblance to Abraham 
Lincoln. 
Mr. Walford, who was eighty-six 
years old, was born in Gloucestershire, 
England, and was six feet two and a 
half inches tall. 
Ile had the same 
slightly stooping shoulders and large 
frame, the same melancholy eyes and 
sad but winning smile that the mar­ 
tyred president had. 
His mouth wa* 
strikingly similar to Lincoln’s. 
Mr. Walford was an ardent supporter 
of the temperance cause all his life. 
Once in 1854 he was delivering a lec­ 
ture in the Bowery mission, at New 
York, on this subject when some one 
Informed him that “his brother” was 
In the back of the hall. This “brother” 
turned out to be Abraham Lincoln, 
who, being on a visit to New York, 
had gone to the mission with friends. 
When the two men met Lincoln said, 
“Walford, you couldn’t look any more 
like me unless you were me.” 
They became fast friends, the friend­ 
ship continuing until the president’s 
death. 
President Lincoln gave Mr. 
Walford a model of his hand, which 
the latter carefully preserved.

N e w Y o r k Police C o m m is sio n e r Could 
E a s ily Get Rich. 
New York. March 25.—A dishonest 
man holding the positiou of police j 
commissioner in New York city easily 
might become a millionaire in a few 
months so great are the opportunities 
for illicit gains, Recording to a state­ 
ment made by Commissioner Bingham. 
During Mr. Bingham’s first year in 
the office, he said, a single bribe of 
$600,000 a year was offered him if he 
would protect certain criminal inter­ 
est^. "Compliance with the conditions 
of the offer,” he added, "would have 
been entirely of a negative m atter— 
all they wanted was to be let alone." 
Commissioner Bingham was worked 
up o\«*r the refusal of the city alder­ 
men to vote him an appropriation oi 
$100,000 for a secret service to inves­ 
tigate Black Hand crimes and other 
matters. 
"Tills job of police commissioner,** 
he said, "for emaxple, would be a 
regular gold mine to a dishonest offi­ 
cial. 
If it were put up at auction to 
the highest bidder, a m an could well 
afford to pay $1,000.000 for a y«*ar's 
opportunity to accept what the crim­ 
inal classes would be only too’ glad 
to offer him." 
Then ne referred to the $600,000 
bribe offer which lie ha«l received 
when lu* first took up the office. 
Commissioner Bingham declined to 
give the name of the man who had 
made the offer, nor would he say what 
interests had sought protection. 
It is rumored that District Attorney 
Jerom e would investigate the charges 
made bv Mr. Bingham.

D isa stro u s Storm in Colorado. 


Dallas, 
Tex., 
March 
25.—Twelve 
known dead, property loss reaching 
into the thousands of dollars and pos­ 
sibly a score injured, is the result of 
a tornado which swept over the north­ 
eastern part of Wise county. 
Several 
small towns were visited by the storm, 
but none were entirely destroyed, al­ 
though each suffered serious damage. 
The greatest loss of life occurred 
in the country districts. 
The destruc­ 
tion of one farmhouse alone caused 
the death of eight persons. 
This sin­ 
gle tragedy of the storm occurred 
near Slidell. The farmhouse of Ira 
Rice was crushed in by the furious 
wind and the family of eight members 
pinned beneath the wreckage. 
The 
ruins became ignited and, fanned by 
the strong wind, the flames snuffed 
out the lives of the helpless victims. 
The towns of Sanger and Greenwood 
were hit and a number of houses were 
moved from their foundations. 
At Crafton every business house 
save one was blown down. 
At Dan, also in Wise county, near 
Slidell, several houses were destroyed. 
Several residences and two churches 
were blown down at Brumlow. 
Heavy sand storms were reported at 
Dublin, Gainesville and other points 
in that vicinity.
